PROSPECTUS FOR 1961-62 
(Published by the Principal, Medical College, Trivandrum ) 

GENERAL INFORMATION 
The Government have been greatly concerned with the 
position regarding the material being used and the practice 
being followed in the State in regard to the supply of optical 
glasses to the people who need them . A large number of 
persons without any training so about prescribing and dispens 
ing spectacles and all sorts of glasses are being used for this 
purpose . Such quacks are a daeger to the Society and the 
question of eliminating them has been engaging the attention of 
the Government for some time. It has now been decided to 
provide for the training of opticians, with the help of the 
CentralGovernment. A School of Optometry has been started 
in Trivandrum from 15-7-1960. The 2nd batch of students is to 
be admitted in July 1961. . 

REQUIREMENTS FOR ADMISSION 
Admission to the School of Optometry , Trivandrum is open 
to both men and women who have passed the S. S.L.C./ 
E.S. L. C. or equivalent with eligibility for College admission 
and with 50% marks in Science subjects ( Physics, Chemistry 
and Mathematics ) and 40 % in English . 

Candidates seeking admission to the class should not be 
below the age of 18 and above the age of 22 on 15-6-1961. The 
upper age limit is relaxable by 3 ycars in the case of Backward 
Communities, Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes. 

In view of the limited facilities available atpresent, enrol 
ment is limited to the maximum of 15 students of which three 
will be nominees of the Central Government. 

SUBMISSION OF APPLICATION PROCEDURE 
Application for admission to the training must be made in 
the prescribed form and must be accompanied by copies of all 
records in proof of their qualification . Applicationsmust reach 
the Office of the Principal,Medical College, Trivandrum -XI, on 
or before 30-6-1961. Late applicationswill not be considered. 

Candidates applying for admission mustbe prepared to 
appear for an interview at Trivandrum if called for at their 
own expense . 

Fees 
(i) Application Fee. - An application for admission should 
be made in the prescribed form . Requisition for the applica 
tion form should te made to the Principal. Medical College,

Trivandrum in writing accompanied by a Treasury chalan 
receipt for Rs. 3 remitted in any Government Treasury in the 
State to the Head of Account XXVII Medical ( J) Mise. (v ) other 
item . The amount once paid will not be refunded on any 
account. 

(ii) Tuition Fee. - No tuition fee willbe charged . 

(iii) Caution Money. - All students selected for admiss on 
to the course are required to deposit a caution money ofRs. 10 
at the time of admission which will be refunded at the termina 
tion of the course deducting recoveries, if any. 

PERIOD OF TRAINING AND EXAMINATION 
The period of training is two years, at the end of which an 
examination will be conducted and a Certificate will be issued 
to the successful candidates by a body authorised by the 
Government for the purpose The classes will commence on 
15-7-1961. 

CONDITIONS OF SERVICE 
Imparting the training will not be a guarantee of employ 
ment to the trainees in Government Service. 

DISCIPLINE 
The students will be under the disciplinary control of the 
Chief Ophthalmologist in charge of the School. They are also 
bound to abide by the orders issued by authorities from time 
to time. 

HOSTEL ACCOMMODATION 
No hostel accommodation is available . Students will have 
to make their own arrangements for their boarding and lodging .
